The applicant's information disclosure statement dated 5/15/2006 has been 
considered and a copy has been placed in the file. 

The changes to the specification and newly submitted abstract have been 
approved by the Examiner. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claim 1, lines 5-6, the phraseology "an angle of 
departure formed by a vertical and initial upper curvature of the rail" is not readily 
understood by the Examiner. Specifically, what is meant by "angle of departure? What 
is the difference between "vertical" and "Initial upper"? In claim 1 , lines 9-1 1 , the 
phraseology "wherein the departure angle (the angle of departure?) is between +45 and 
-45 degrees and curvature radius is in the interval between 0mm and 500mm". 
Specifically, what is meant by "departure angle"? Specifically, what is meant by 
"curvature radius is in the interval"? In claim 2, lines 3-5, the phraseology "wherein the 
rail has a trajectory including several curves with corresponding changes in curvature 
without points of inflection" is not readily understood by the Examiner. 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

As best understood, claims 1-3 are further rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Hanson (3,591 ,983). Hanson (3,591 ,983) discloses an operating 
device comprising a vehicle (1 0) includes at least one slider (42) joined to the window 
(30) and guided along a rail (34) which defines the window (30) trajectory, the window 
(30) moves along a curved path in three dimensions, and a means to adjust (58, 52, 72, 
48) the curvature of radius of the mounting device between the window (30), the slider 
(42), and the rail (34), and a bracket (36) having fasteners which allows the rail to be 
adjusted there-along. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Several U.S. patents have been cited which disclose elements 
similar to that of the applicant's invention.
